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Two Cruisers Hit in Marion

Two cruisers were rear-ended in an accident on 
Saturday, October 24 at 1:50 am. Officers Jeffrey Tripp and 
Anthony DiCarlo were conducting a traffic stop on Route 
6 in the area of River Road when the accident occurred. 

According to a preliminary investigation, a 2008 
Mercedes operated by Karen Kittredge, 32, of Marco 
Island, FL, was travelling east on Route 6 when it rear- 
ended the first police cruiser. The Mercedes continued 
and struck the second cruiser. Both officers were not 
injured, as they were out of the vehicles conducting the 
traffic stop at the time of the accident. The vehicle stopped 
was also not hit or injured. 

All of the vehicles involved were damaged, 
with the first cruiser and the Mercedes receiving "heavy 
damage", according to a press release from the Marion 
Police Department. Route 6 was closed in both directions 
for about an hour. 

Ms. Kittredge sustained minor injuries and was 
transported to Tobey Hospital by Marion EMS. Marion 
Fire Department, and Wareham, Mattapoisett and 
Rochester Police all assisted at the scene. 

The accident remains under investigation by 
Sergeant Marshall Sadeck. Drugs and alcohol were not 
a factor in the accident. Ms. Kittredge has been charged 
with Negligent Operation of a Motor Vehicle.

still very buggy. 

Mr. Labossiere reported on his recent sighting 
of a Le Conte's sparrow, a life-list bird for him. The life- 
lesson he learned on this sighting was "to come to the 
area quietly and the bird might come to you." He also 
recommended, given the chance, going out in the wee 
hours for a meteor shower, as he did recently. Another 
member told of seeing a large, white bird fly past her 
during the Perseid meteor shower in August. 

The club then ran lightly through the planned 
schedule of monthly walks, from the Bay Club to Mount 
Auburn, an Owl Prowl, a Christmas bird count, and 
to Broadmoor in Worcester. Mr. Labossiere went on to 
Backyard Bird-Feeding, his topic for the evening, saying, 
"We feed the birds so they will come closer." He said that 
the feeders should be set up so that sightlines are clear, 
and in area where the watcher can sit, relax and enjoy 
the view. He advised that feeding can become expensive, 
suggesting that one shouldn't have more feeders than one 
can afford to fill or care for. 

"Right now, food is plentiful with natural yard 
plantings," he said. "It's a good time to clean your feeders 
before they're put up. You can use a little bleach, rinse 
them really well, and make sure they're dry. Make sure to 
clean up the husks of seed that land on the ground, since 
they could get moldy when wet and spread disease. 

"A good idea is to keep open a water supply for the 
birds through the winter. You'll be surprised who comes

— raccoons, foxes, cats/ 7 He handed around an electric 
coil he uses in a shallow pan to keep the water open. One 
club member recommended an electric birdbath since in 
her experience it uses less electricity. 

Mr. Labossiere recommended feeding white millet 
as opposed to red millet to attract juncos, sparrows, doves 
and other birds. Thistle attracts finches, pine siskins, 
doves, and pigeons, too. Thistle prices are expected to 
come down in the near future, so buy only what is needed 
for right now. Sunflower hearts seemingly are more 
expensive, but they are cleaner, last longer, and every bird 
loves them. Suet attracts woodpeckers and chickadees, 
among others, including other species. Mr. Labossiere 
takes his feeders in at night, so the raccoons won't take 
them down and eat everything. 

Mr. Labossiere, who holds a certificate in Bird 
Biology from the Cornell Laboratory of Ornithology, 
went on to describe the Laboratory's Project Feederwatch, 
for which he's an ambassador. Participants learn about 
the birds at their own feeders, and can see through 
the program's website where birds are being reported 
nationally and locally. FeederWatchers can send their 
observations to the Ornithology Lab, taking part in 
"citizen science." FeederWatchers are provided with 
a handbook, poster, calendar, and subscription to 
BirdScope, the Ornithology Lab's newsletter. 

The Nasketucket Bird Club formed during a talk 
for the Mattapoisett Land Trust, led by Mr. Labossiere, 
who wanted to start a club as a way to give back some 
of the things he's learned over the years. "Several 
people on the walk got the ball rolling and we soon had 
the Mattapoisett Land Trust Bird Club. Soon after, the 
membership, comprised of people from Dartmouth to 
Wareham ... held a vote, seceded from the Land Trust, 
so to speak, and renamed the club Nasketucket as the

Ms. Winters was hoping that they could 
find a way to compare to other towns that have the same 
socio-economic background as Marion, like Sharon and 
Shrewsbury.

number sense, i.e. mathematical operations. She is hoping 
to improve the Sippican School's performance in the 2010 
MCAS by using data to drive instruction, working on 
K-6 curriculum alignment and power standards, hosting 
an MCAS night for parents, setting up sessions with 
Tabor students for Needs Improvement and Warning 
students, enrichment lessons, and administrative site 
visits to comparable towns for the purpose of sculpting 
appropriate Marion MCAS objectives. 

Joe Scott asked if teaching toward a test was a 
good thing. Dr. Cooper said that as long as the test is 
a good test, then teaching toward the test is good. He 
said that the MCAS test has matured greatly since its 
infancy stage and that it was really becoming an accurate 
assessment of necessary student knowledge. 

Ms. Hamm informed the Committee that the 
school needed to dispose of some out-dated testing 
instruments. The Committee cannot gift the testing 
equipment, which is so out-dated that it is without any 
monetary value. Since the item had no value and would 
be thrown away (or possibly recycled), the Committee 
didn't have to take a vote. 

The Committee then discussed their collective 
goals for the 2009 / 2010 school year. Included in their 
goals are: to be better informed of the common formative 
assessment and its progress, to encourage the reduction 
of resource consumption at Sippican, to continue trying 
to find a cost-effective vendor of local produce, to try 
and get student council updates more frequently, and to 
increase communication with the Marion Selectmen. Ms. 
McCarthy hoped that communication would be easier 
now that the School Committee meetings were being 
televised on ORCTV. 

In a report from the building subcommittee, 
Brad Gordon said that the swipe key fobs at the Sippican 
School are just about operational. Dr. Cooper took the 
opportunity to present a concern for Mr. Gordon to relay 
to the building subcommittee. According to Maintenance 
Manager Steve Shiraka, there is a moisture problem under 
the tiles behind the school, and this was likely the result 
of run-off from the tennis courts. Dr. Cooper said that the 
school will most likely need a swale to prevent further 
moisture damage. There is also an issue with a leaking

Town Moderator, Mr. Greenwood Hartley III, 
began the meeting by acknowledging the Town Elected 
officials present, which included the Board of Selectmen; 
Richard Nunes, Naida Parker, and Bradford Morse, 
Town Administrator Richard LaCamera, Planning 
Board Chairperson Arnold Johnson, School Committee 
Chairperson Sharon Hartley, and the Financial Committee

The school is over capacity now; five hundred 
and ninety-nine students attend school daily in a building 
with an educational design capacity of four hundred and

fifty. Thirty "Project Grow" students travel to Marion 
where a space is being leased at an additional cost to the 
Town. The student population projection continues to 
grow. 

In addition to the crowded space, a percentage 
of the classrooms have tested above the Environmental 
Protection Agency's standard for carbon dioxide. The 
school is not currently in compliance with the State's 
regulation for special education / remedial services. 

The students at Rochester Memorial School are 
receiving their art and music lessons in the hallways 
due to the lack of proper music and art rooms, and the 
cafeteria is too small. Parking has also become a problem, 
with ninety-nine spaces and many more cars needing to

park. The temporary portable classrooms that needed to 
be removed in 1989, are still being used. 

The proposed renovation would add fourteen 
new classes, expand the cafeteria, allow for two hundred 
parking spaces, and have much more advanced security. 
The endangered Eastern Box Turtles inhabiting the area 
are being considered in this proposed renovation, which 
is partially why a second floor is being planned, rather 
than simply expanding out. 

The project would begin construction in April 
2010, allow for students to be back in September 2010 and 
be completed by September 2011.

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total cost of the project will be $26.5 million dollars. The 
State has committed to funding $14,640,689, which leaves 
the Town responsible for $11,860,000. The average cost to 
a household will be $300 a year for the next twenty-five 
years based on an average family value of $355,000. Mr. 
LaCamera spoke about the "significant savings" for the 
Town due to an exceptionally good interest rate right 
now.

who came before the Board requesting to purchase a 
portion of town-owned land for the purpose of adding 
square footage to her plot in the area of Brandt Island 
Beach. Ms. Lamarre's family purchased approximately 
8 parcels of land in the area when Ms. Lamarre was a 
teenager, and Ms. Lamarre herself saved her money and 
bought an irregularly shaped plot when she was 19. In 
2001, Ms. Lamarre and her husband decided that they 
would like to build a home on the lot and moved from 
their current Florida home back to Mattapoisett. Ms. 
Lamarre has considered Mattapoisett home for the past 
58 years, and has a lot of family in town. The problem 
with building a home on the plot is that there is not 
enough clearance for a septic system, as the abutter built 
a well on the property line and will not move it, even 
at Ms. Lamarre 7 s expense. Ms. Lamarre, who said that 
she brought this topic to former Town Administrator 
Michael Botelho but the matter didn't get resolved, said 
that she hoped the Board would consider her hardship 
and consider selling her the 1,300 square feet of land that 
she needs for a septic leach field. She hoped that the item 
could be placed on the warrant for the November 2 Town 
Meeting. 

Chairman Collyer explained that his hands were 
tied - if the Town chose to sell a portion of the town- 
owned lot abutting the Lamarre property, it would have 
to be voted on by the Town, publicly posted, and be sold 
to the highest bidder, who could end up being someone 
other than the Lamarres. "We have to do our due 
diligence/ 7 Chairman Collyer explained. Ms. Lamarres 
expressed frustration over the fact that she has paid over 
$40,000 in taxes to the town over the years and that she 
might wind up having a "worthless lot" because of an 
abutter's well. 

Mr. and Ms. Lamarre cited the case of another 
resident on their street who purchased town land in 1989 
for $5,500 for building. She said that some of her frontage 
was lost in the early 1970's for roads. 

Selectman Silva was concerned with the 
devaluation of the entire abutting town lot if a portion 
were sold and deeded to the Lamarres. "It certainly isn't 
going to cost $5,000," Selectman Silva said, citing the 1989

Scientist Ruth Curry Speaks at Explorium 

Several members of Mattapoisett 7 s Women's Club 
attended a special presentation recently at New Bedford's 
Ocean Explorium, where they met world-renowned 
scientist, Ruth Curry, and had a rare opportunity to speak 
face-to-face with this distinguished scientist. 

A Senior Research Specialist in the Physical 
Oceanography Department at Woods Hole Oceanographic 
Institution on Cape Cod, Massachusetts, Curry has 
been going to sea and making measurements of ocean 
properties and currents around the globe since 1980. 

Curry is one of only a handful of prominent 
scientists on the planet who study how ocean properties 
and currents are changing with time and the role they 
play in the global climate system. A particular focus of 
her research has been on ocean salinity distributions, 
shifts in the global freshwater balance, Greenland's ice 
sheet, and how these affect the Atlantic circulation and 
its ability to transport heat. She shared her latest research 
findings and showed a film clip from her August 2009

Commission and Tri-Town police departments, I've come up 
with a list of safety tips for this Halloween. 

Stay Visible - No matter how much your princess 
protests, place a strip of reflective tape on the tutu. No matter 
how ferociously your dinosaur growls, no matter how much 
your zombie threatens to eat your flesh - get some reflective 
tape on those costumes and treat sacks. It improves visibility, 
especially if the Halloween costume is dark. Also, have your 
trick-or-treaters carry a flashlight. This helps them see where 
they are going, and makes them visible to drivers. 

Walk Safely - Stay on the sidewalk whenever 
possible, and use crosswalks. Although some running is 
inevitable, encourage your trick-or-treaters to walk when 
they are close to the road, and walk facing traffic. Sergeant 
Wassmouth of Rochester says that Rochester has experienced 
few problems in past Halloweens because a lot of the trick- 
or- treating is concentrated in the cul-de-sacs and side streets, 
which are low-traffic areas. If you have a side street near you, 
this is the best place to trick-or- treat. 

Wear Safe 
Costumes - Costumes that 
include trailing things, like 
beards, fringe and tails, 
should be made of fire- 
resistant materials, since 
children will be walking 
past a lot of lit jack-o- 
lanterns on porches. Most 
mass-produced costumes 
are fire resistant, but you'll 
still want to check the 
label. Costumes should 
fit well so children don't 
trip or snag on objects. 
Children should avoid 
using masks and opt for 
make-up. If they do wear 
masks, the mask should 
not obstruct their vision.

Check Out the Goods - Make sure that candy gets 
inspected before the children start munching. Fun- sized 
candy bars should be tightly sealed - dispose of unsealed 
candy and other unsealed foods. 

Drive Carefully! - Even if the polls are about to 
close in Rochester, use caution in driving on October 3 1 . 
Kids, even when supervised and coached, are unpredictable. 
Exercise extra caution if you are out driving, and remember 
that since Halloween falls on a Saturday this year, children 
could be out a little later than usual. Mattapoisett Police Chief 
Mary Lyons strongly encourages drivers to watch out for 
children crossing roads. 

Make Your House Safe - Keep lit jack-o-lanterns 
out of the line of traffic, and keep your doorstep well-lit. 
Remove any possible obstructions from the walkway. 
Children should visit only the homes of known-neighbors, 
and should avoid going inside a home unless they know the 
residents really well. Although none of the Tri-Towns have 
set a curfew time, most trick-or-treaters wrap up their hijinks 
somewhere around 8:00 pm. 

Chief Lyons also encourages families in the Tri- 
Town to attend the Mattapoisett Halloween Parade in lieu 
of trick-or- treating. It's the same fun as going door-to-door, 
but it's a big group of kids under careful supervision of the 
community. The Mattapoisett Halloween Parade will take 
place on October 31 at 6:00 pm. It will begin on Church 
Street at the Clipper Barber Shop, and will end at the Center 
School.

Paranormal Activity. Starring Katie Featherston and 
Micah Sloat. Directed by Oren Peli. Running time: 86 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

A haunted-house movie is one thing; a haunted- 
person movie is scarier. Katie (Katie Featherston), one 
of the two protagonists of the runaway video-verite hit 
Paranormal Activity, has been visited after dark by a 
strange entity since she was eight years old. The entity 
or demon, or whatever it is, doesn't do much: it clomps 
around in the dead of night, and sometimes it whispers 
her name or breathes on her while she sleeps. Katie is now 
living with Micah (Micah Sloat), an arrogant day-trader 
who's never met a challenge he couldn't bluff or buy his 
way out of ... until now. Micah buys a camera with the 
intent of recording any unusual wolf-hour events. This 
seems to make the entity angry. 

Paranormal Activity, shot a few years ago in one 
week by Oren Peli for around $11,000, has been called 
the new Blair Witch Project. This is an unfair comparison, 
since Blair Witch, for me and many others, was more 
irritating than scary; Paranormal Activity actually makes 
its premise work and delivers substantial creeps. It is not, 
despite some excitable claims, the scariest movie ever, not 
unless this is your first horror movie. But the more apt 
comparison is to 2004' s Open Water, another minimalist 
low-budget chiller that derived its tension from the terror 
of a young couple faced with a situation they could 
neither comprehend nor control. 

On one level, the film is another supposed-found- 
footage event — it consists entirely of whatever Micah' s 
camera catches — and sometimes this works, sometimes 
it doesn't. There are more than a few scenes wherein you 
wonder why Micah doesn't just put the damn camera 
down (and an exasperated Katie more than once tells him 
to shut it off). But I accepted this as Micah' s way of trying 
to shape and master the uncanny with technology, a 
passive yet invasive process that just makes things worse. 
He won't listen to Katie or anyone else; he brings in a 
Ouija board over everyone's objections. I was reminded 




of the dynamic in Lars von Trier's Antichrist, in which 
the know-it-all shrink' s power wilted before the ravages 
of nature and of female rage. Like Willem Dafoe, Micah 
wants to fix the situation; more, he wants to be, and feel 
like, The One Who Fixes It. But no one can, or will. 

The money scenes happen in the darkness of Katie 
and Micah' s bedroom as they sleep (or are awakened). 
At one point, Katie gets out of bed and stands staring 
at the dozing Micah; the chill comes from the timecode 
on fast-forward — we realize she's been standing 
there motionless for two hours. There are also the usual 
bumps, whispers, odd omens (a found photograph). 
The increasingly sleep-deprived couple start to crack at 
the seams, snapping at each other; they may as well be 
contending with noisy neighbors or rats in the walls. But 
the entity is getting bolder, more aggressive, and nobody 
seems to know what it wants from Katie. 

Paranormal Activity lapses into cheese now and 
then — there's internet footage of an ill-fated exorcism 
that seems to be there just to freak out young' uns who 
haven't seen The Exorcist. A psychic (Mark Fredrichs), 
though well-played in a low key, is there essentially as a 
courier for exposition. And the version you'll be seeing 
in theaters ends on an over-the-top note (suggested by 
Steven Spielberg) that sort of betrays the low-tech scares 
that precede it (I prefer the earlier finale, known as the 
2007 Ending). But most of the film is legitimately eerie, 
working on our fear not just of the unknown but of the 
uncontrollable — the terror you can't run from, because 
it'll follow you everywhere until it dies or you do.
